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We Retain “Our Own” 


Prime Minister Churchill told Can- 
adian airmen in Normandy that the British 
Empire is not fighting for reward but for 
honor. We seek no territory, he said, no 
oilfields and nothing that is not our own. 
And then the Prime Minister added these 
significant words: 

“But what is our own in the Common. 
wealth — that we don't want any other 
people to express an opinion about. That 
we will firmly retain.” 

Lest anyone has any doubt about the 
meaning of this significant statement, it 
would be well to turn to the current agita- 
tion about India in the United States. 

We are told in American news des- 
patches that a number of highly placed 

litical figures, including Ambassador 

illips, are urging President Roosevelt to 
make an issue about India. Mr. Phillips is 
said to have written the President in these 
words: 

“I feel strongly that in view of our mili- 
tary position in India, we should have a 
voice in the situation there. It is not 
right for the British to say this is none of 
our business when we alone presumably 
will have the major part to play in the 
Struggle with Japan.” 

It would be a relief to hope that this 
stctement was the concoction of some mis- 
c2levous columnist rather than an extract 
from an authentic document. But that 
relief ia not possible. It seems to be es- 
tablished that this is exactly what Ambas- 
sador Phillips wrote.

Red-rimmed eyes, swollen lids 
repeated sties and crossed eves are 
dancer signs too, and any of these 
symptoms shduld result in a visit 
to the family doctor or the eye 
specialist whom he recommends. 

Although these things sound 
small, they really prevent blindness 
in meny cases, if followed through 

Symptoms of glaucoma are the 
necessity for changing glasses fre- 
quently, a slight dimming of vision, 
a redness now and then, and head- 
ache after a prolonged stay in dark- 
ness. Pain may mean a severe cise 
You may see halos around street 
lights 

If you suspect you have it, or 
have any trouble with your eyes at 
all, it is wise to go to an eye phy- 
sician, not just a man who fits 
you for glasses. and have a thor- 
ough examination. It is only then 
thet your case can be discovered, 
treated, and controlled and blind- 
ness prevented. 

Through the activities of this 
society trained “medica! social eye 
workers” are working in many 
cities, and they are doing a splendid 
job of bringing people with glau- 


coma to the clinics or doctors and - 


helping solve problems when treat- 
ment is needed 

There are classes called sight-

| Im Canada, as in the United 
States, the facts of this danger are 
|disguised by a wartime boom. 
|From the prosperity of this boom 
}eome thinkers conclude that pump 
| priming, if it is large enough, will 
produce continually full employ- 
ment. They overlook two facts: 

The first, the prosperity of Can- 
jada is based not only on govern- 
ment spending but on a record 
volume of foreign trade 

Second, government spending on 
its present scale, even if it were de- 
sirable, cannot continue without re- 
pudiation of debt and resulting 
ruin. 

The United States and Canada— 
and all countries which wish to 
avoid this repudiation and ruin— 
are now faced with the obvious 
necessity of reducing expenditures 


and maintaining a comparatively 
high level of taxation for some 
time. 


In Canada we could cut our war 
budget in half end we would still 
need our present revenues to bal- 


ance it. The nation will expect the 
| government to do better than that, 
to cut the budget far below fifty 
| per cent of the wartime total and 
| thus to make possible some reduc- 
tion in taxes. 

In the United States they are 
spending $100 billions in the pres- 
ent fiscal year and taking in about 
$41 billions in taxes. Only if the 
budget is cut to less than $41 bil- 
lions can taxes be reduced. And 
this, of course, in the case of both 
countries, takes no account of the 
‘necessity of securing a budget sur- 
plus to reduce debt- Nor does it 
take account of the vital fact that 
national incomes may, and probably 
will, drop sharply some years after 
a post-war boom, and hence the 
yield of existing taxes will drop 
also. . 

* * * 

Despite all these simple mathe- 
matical facts—despite the failure of 
pump priming to solve the unem- 
ployment problem in the United 
States before the war, despite the 
obvious fact that debt cannot go on 
rising at the present rate without 
disester—there are still politicians 
in Canada and the United States 
who insist that we must continue 
on this course after the war. Some 
of the extreme New Dealers in Mr. 
Roosevelt's following are discour- 
aged by his growing conservatism 
in finance. In Canada, we have 
Social Crediters and monetary re- 
formers continually advocating a 
boundless inflation and we have 
| Mr. Coldwell and the CCF propos- 
|ing a huge deficit expenditure im- 
mediately after the war (when we 
should be enjoying an inventory 
boom) and basing a large part of 
their program on the fallacy that 
the state purse is bottomless, that 
internal debt pays for itself because 
“we owe it to ourselves.” 

Of course we owe it to ourselves, 
but the debt must be paid and, 
when it is too large, it is impossible 
to distribute the cost of it tolerably. 
In theory, a nation which owes it- 
self debt is no poorer than when 

started borrowing. In practice, 
the classes which must carry the 
debt through taxess collapse under 
the load if it is excessive, as they 
have collapsed in every oountry 
where deficits have not been ar- 


rested. Every nation in history 
which continued to plunge into 
debt, under capitalist or socialist 


governments, in the belief that it 
was no poorer because it owed the 
money to itself, found in the end 
that it was bankrupt and ruined.

Undulant Fever 
Case Reported: 
is in Hospital 


First case of undulant fever re- 
ported in Edmonton for many 
years came to the attention of 
the city health department at the 
end of last week, according to e 
report filed Tuesday with the 
city commissioners by Or. G. M. 
Little, medical officer of health. 
The victim of the disease is a 
63-year-old resident of Calder, and 
it is suspected that he contracted 
the fever through drinking raw 
milk supplied by a producer-dis- 
tributor operating close to Edmon- 
ton, and selling milk within the 
city limits. Test of the animals in 
the producer's herd is being made. 
The stricken man is in the Uni- 
versity hospital under treatment. 
It is understood that he first felt 
ill about the middle of May, but 
it was not until last week that the 
cause of his illness was determined. 


SHARP DECLINE 

The incidence of other com- 
municable disease cases in the city 
showed a sharp decline during the 
| week ended July 24, declining from 
|69 the week previous to 48 for the 
week under review. 

There was a decrease of eight in 
the number of scarlet fever cases 
reported, and of 22 in chickenpox 
cases. Mumps cases increased by 
seven, and three cases of whooping 
cough were reported this week.

1S NAMED AIDE

jlo Canada . 
|/PRODUCE RIGHT TYPE 
| It was 15 years ago that Mr Wil- 
json first approached Mr Pike, 
}with the idea of encouraging him 
jto grow bushes to be sold at a 
‘reasonable price. In the earlier 
‘days rose bushes did not winter 
well im this climate but Mr. Pike, 
|who had been experimenting since 
1916, after much research work pro- 
duced a briar from which the 
proper qualities were secured.

overcome the bushes still had to

Wilson guaranteed to dispose of

This was done and every bush’| 


was disposed of. 

Hundreds of thousands of these 
particular rese bushes have been 
| distributed throughout Alberta 


during the past 12 years. Ship- | 


ments have been made by Mr. 
Pike to all parts of Canada. 
More than 120,000 rose bushes 
have been sold in Edmonton by 
the Pike company alone. 

Some of the finest roses in the 
world have been grown here and 
the campaign during these years 
has made people net only “rose 
conscious” bug “garden conscious” 
as well. Nowhere in Western Can- 
ada are nicer gardens to be found 
than in this district. 

FIRST SHOW SUGGESTED 

The first rose show was suggest- 
ed when Mr. Pike, Mr. Wilson and 
others, who had rose busnes, dis- 
played some of the blooms in the 
lobby of the Capito] theatre.

LONDON, July 25—(CP)—Mos- 
cow announced last night in a 
special broadcast communique 
that the Germans had lost 539,890 
men in killed and captured dur- 
ing the first month of fighting in 
the summer offensive of four 
Russian armies on the first Baltic 
and first, second and third white 
Russian fronts. 

From June 23, when the great 
summer drive toward Germany 
began, until July 23, these four 
armies accounted for a total of 
381.410 Germans killed, Moscow 
said 

In addition 158.480 officers and 
men were taken prisoner, the 
communique said.
